Free speech imperiled 


Young defends KERS 


Wednesday, April 1, 1970 


against Misterly's

“Sheriff John Misterly’s blanket in- 
dictment against free speech over the 
issue of a combined KERS and KZAP 
radio simulcast (a program originated in 
one studio is picked up and monitored by 
a second station and simultaneously re- 
broadcast without delay) concerning the 
March 15 Ancil Hoffman Park dope raid 
shows a tendency on the part of local 
government to try their hand at censorship 
of the broadcast media,’”’ said Dennis 
Young, KERS news direcior and organizer 
of the two hour special. 

The news special of March 16, broad- 
cast from seven to nine in the evening, 
was compiled and taped by Young with the 
heip of the KERS staff after clearance 
with the college radio station’s advisor, 
Roger Walter, Format for the program 
was designed to be a 45 minute report 
of the previous day’s events and an open 
line, rap session, which according to 
Young, ‘‘covered a myriad of topics from 
the upcoming sheriff's election to the dope 
problems of the community.’’ ‘In no 
way,’’ said Dennis, “did any portion of 
the broadcast ever advocate a confronta - 
tion at the Park on Sunday, March 22, 
And we have a tape of the program to 
prove it.’’ 

incumbent Misterly, seeking @ third 
term as county sheriff, coordinated the 
Sunday bust in which two people were 
arrested for possession of drugs and 37 
for failure to disperse on the order of a 
law officer, This fact is evidenced, 
according to Young, by the advance notice 
given to the news media in the Sacramento 
area, which may be a logical explanation 
why KXTV’s television cameras happened 
to be on the scene at that particular 
time. The sheriff is in search of an 
issue to bring before the people in this 
election year, but as Young put it, ‘‘he 
isn’t solving any problems in the 
community, he is making them worse by 
his repressive intervention.”’ After hear- 
ing the broadcast of KERS/KZAP, the 
sheriff was reported to have said, ‘‘We 
are going to destroy the conspiracy 
between KZAP and KERS.” A consulta- 
tion with Young and general manager Ed 
Fitzgerald of K ZAP indicated that a simul- 
cast is not against Federal Communication 
Commission regulations if both parties 
involved inthe broadcast are in agreement, 

What the program attemp*ed to do, and 
considering the wide range of response 
over the phone lines during the air time, 
was cover all sides of the park raid. 
Under licensing regulations from the 
FCC, KERS is obligated by the **fair 
doctrine’? law to give equal broadcast 
time to all sides involved in any subject 
where opinions are aired, Young said 
that KERS would continue to “present 
vital issues to the widest possible audi - 
ence because that is what an educational 
station is concerned with,’’ meaning that 
insights into political ploys by incumbents 
at the expense of the county’s youth are 
not out of bounds even if, as Young con- 
tinued, ‘‘Misterly yells all he can about 
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Dennis Young 


it.’ So far no word has been received 
by the radio station from the FCC with 
regard to Misterly’s proposed threat to 
bring the matter to their attention. With 
the tape of the programas proof in defense 
of the sheriff's allegation, ‘‘they are not 
licensed by the federal government to 
agitate to start a riot. I think they’re 
going @ long way beyond what their lic- 
ense allows them to do.’’ Young said no 
misrepresentation of the facts on the tape 
could ever occur since Misterly allegedly 
reported also to have a tape of the program, 

This ‘‘continuing story of attempted 
censorship of the mass media,” as Young 
pointed out, ‘‘is of primary importance to 
every citizen, The consequences of re- 
pression of free speech are disastrous 
to consider.’’ His point is even further 
reinforced in light of last semester’s 
iliegal confiscation by the federal govern - 
ment of KERS’s tape of Black Panther 
David Hilliard’s talk to Richard Hughes” 
“Revolution in America’ class. Young 
pointed out that Misterly’s unbased 
charges have already started to take their 
toll in hampering KERS’s ‘‘Insight’’ pro- 
grams, One program, featuring the ex- 
criminals of Halfway House here in 
Sacramento and their views of society, 
has been cancelled because they felt that 
the KERS involvement in the Ancil Hoff- 
man Park incident would result in bad 
publicity for them, possibly causing a loss 
of ccunty financial support for their 
project, 

When asked ifthe college’s administra - 
tion had taken a stand in the matter, Young 
said that Dr, Butz, acting president of the 
college had called him for information 
concerning the matter and after hearing 
Young’ s side of the story decided that KERS 
was in the right. Even in view of this 
fact, that the college is willing to back a 
fair and iegally run radio station, ‘the two 
incidents involving outside authority and 
KERS’s broadcast freedom are two too 
many,”’ said Young. He concluded, ‘‘we 
will continue to do the controversial news, 
that is our duty as a member of the mass 
media."’

Emergency Detention 
Act is threat to security 


The 1950 Emergency Detention Act gives the President the power 
to arrest and detain large numbers of persons without due process 
of jaw in the event of war or ‘‘insurrection.’’ Although the act has 
never been used, its very existence constitutes a threat to the security 
and well-being of Americans who rightfully expect tobe tried in a court 
of law and found guilty or innocent by their peers. 

Retired Chief Justice Eari Warren, in an appeal to Congress to 
repeal the detention law, pointed out that the United States should 
show the world it has learned a lesson from the herding of more than 
100,000 Americans of Japanese ancestry into detention camps during 
World War Il. Ironically, it was an all-Japanese division that became 
the most decorated group in the United States Army during World 
War Il, Warren, who played a major role in the controversial detention 
camps as governor of California 30 years ago, has called on his 
personal experience to point out the brutality of mass arrests. 

Unfounded rumors are reportedly filtering into some Negro com- 
munities that the government is setting up concentration campos for 
black dissidents. The country can well do withort this kind of rumor 
if we are to “‘come together again’’, a slogan that was often heard 
along the Nixon campaign trail. 

We feel iegislative safeguards are needed to reduce the possibility 
of another humiliating experience such as the one suffered by the 
Japanese-Americans during the 1940s. The Senate has already ap- 
proved the legislation to repeal the detention act. Now the repeal 
bill is pending before the House Internal Security Committee. It is 
our hope that the Emergency Detention Act is remov ed from the 
statute books. The nation can no longer tolerate a bill that stirs fear 
in the hearts of its citizens.

Conscripted legion in 
the inflation fight 


Following wildcat postal strikes in the major cities, a surprized 
nation is watching the new militance of its mailmen. Who are these 
men? They are members of a special legion that Nixon and his chums 
are conscripting for the fight against inflation, To belong to that 
legion you must be an econom:” ‘‘have little’ or ‘thave some’’, It is 
best if you can be easily laid off as in the auto industry or if you are 
a civil servant with legal sanctions against striking. Too many other 
kinds of examples exist but on no list are the ‘‘haves’’. 

Television advertisements ask Americans to be less ‘‘piggy’’ in 
their wage demands to help beat inflation. Can postmen be asked to 
squelch their demands even though they are not near the trough of 
affluence and are being moved further away. We can see the post- 
man’s plight if we compare his economic reality with the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics’ family budgets, The Bureau notes that as of Novem- 
ber 1969 a ‘‘modest”’ annual budget for a family of four is $10,300, 
and in the biggest cities the budget would rise above $11,000. A ‘‘bare 
bones’? lower standard of living needs an income of $6,700, The 
“‘modest’”’ and “bare bones’’ budgets are up from the Bureau’s Spring 
1969 figures of $10,077 and $6,579. This rise denotes a rapid increase 
in the cost of living. 

Postal workers start out, before taxes, with annual incomes of 
$6,176 and after twenty-one years can achieve the sum of $8, 442. 
Fringe benefits, e.g. medical plans, paid for or contributed to by 
the employer do not apply to mailmen. Actually the wage demands of 
mailmen are extremely modest. For instance, they only want an 
average of $412 increase in the annual pay in twelve paygrades plus 
shortening the twenty-one year wait for highest pay to eight years. 
This is not extremism, yet the President and the Congress drag their 
highly paid feet. 

The wildcat strikes brought down stiff administration criticism 
and mobilization of soldiers to move the mails, The United States 
seem to fear the possibility of its civil servants having the right to 
strike. In other western industrial nations, Britain, France, Canada, 
even little Belgium among ethers, postal workers and their fellow civil 
servants have the right to strike, In none of these nations has the civil 
servant taken an iron-handed unilate i control of his society, Fear 
of civil servants with strike privilege is unfounded in open societies. 
The power to strike ischeckedbythenec of other elements of society. 
In short, civil servants would need support beyond their own ranks to 
gain their ends, 

Another important aspect of these battles for a more filling slice 
of the economic pie should be discussed, The television news coverage 
of the wildeatters showed many black faces participating in their 
union’s efforts. Liberals and progressives who seek the advancement 
of America’s racial and economic underclasses have the opportunity 
of building mutuai political alliances this election year. The Reagans 
and the Agnews reach people like mailmen with denunciations of campus 
disorders and the violence of the nihilist Left, Liberals are correct 
in seeking to preserve civil liberties in these times but the Right is 
upstaging them on the national scope, One thing that can loosen the 
grip of the Right on the so called ‘‘middle Americans” is to support 
the efforts of the socially and economically ‘have littles’’ in their 
struggles, most especially where interracial unity is taking place.

SSC sweeps three from Chico 


Cal Boyes’ streaking baseball 
nine pounded out 37 hits, added 
a touch of brilliant pitching by 
Bill Wesnousky and Bob Mathews, 
and swept a three-game series 
from the invading ChicoState W ild- 
cats to move into a first place 
tie with San Francisco State at 
3-0. 

The Hornets, defending Far 
Western Conference champions, 
dumped the Wildcats 12-1 in the 
first encounter as Wesnousky 
broke the school strikeout record 
with 16 and Desi Navares, the 
leading hitter on the club, con- 
tinued his batting tear with two 
hits including a three-run inside 
the park homer, 

A grand slam homer by Jim 
Graf and the three-hit hurling of 
Mathews paced the Hornets in the 
subsequent twinbill the following 
afternoon to ll-7 and 4-1 wins. 

Dennis Cuddy’s first victory 
of the season in the nightcap was 
the eighth straight for the Hornets 
who pushed their overall log to 
10-3. Chico State dropped to a 
pathetic 1-9 mark overall and 0-3 
in league. 

In the opening game, Friday, 
March 20, State stroked 12 safeties 
while Wesnousky allowed half as 
many. In addition to the heavy 
hitting on the part of Nevares, 
who drove in four runs, Rich La- 
Chapelle added three RBI’s of his 
own. 

Saturday the Hornets hammered 
16 hits in the nightcap bunching 
four-run flurries in the fourth 
and seventh innings to overcome 
the Wildcais. 

Graf tagged his grand slammer 
in the seventh to nail down the 
win. His long biast to right 
center field scored Navares and 
Rich Musillami, who had singled,

Sacramento State College stu- 
dents may have seen firsthand the 
atrocity of water pollution if they 
visited Santa Barbara during 
Easter vacation. Anyone observing 
the spectacle of a surfer from uc 
Santa Barbara scrubbing oil off 
of his skin and wet suit witha gallon 
of tar remover is aware of the 
reasons why offshore drilling 
should be stopped. 


Sen, Alan Cranston (D., Calif.) 
is among those people who wish to 
put an end to what he calls, ‘‘a 
disasterous technological experi- 
ment that not only threatens wild- 
life and beaches, but the future of 
the ocean itself.”’ 


Citing attempts to clean up the 
‘Santa Barbara oil disaster’’ last 
year, Cranston testified before a 
Senate subcommittee investigating 
offshore drilling, our technology 
for dealing with oil spills is lim- 
ited to men in rowboats who spread 
straw on the water and then rake it 
up to be put in barrels and hauled 
away. 


Cranston submitted a bill which 
would stop offshore drilling in the 
Santa Barbara channel, the scene 
of a new oil spill. He also spoke 
of the millions of dollars of damage 
caused by oil spillage off the coasts 
of Alaska, Louisiana, Florida, and 
Massachusetis, which smeared 
hundreds of miles of beaches.

Tarr favors ending all 


college draft 


Curtis W. Tarr, President 
Nixon’s choice for new Selective 
Service director, approves of end- 
ing all college draft deferments. 
According to Tarr, ‘‘we would be 
better off without general student 
deferments’”. He stated that col- 
lege deferments are unfair to those 
who do not have the means to go 
to college and, they tend ‘‘to in- 
duce some young people to go to 
college for the wrong reasons’’. 

Tarr further stated that the 
draft should not be used as a 
punishment for civil violations. 
He said: ‘‘Any attempt to make 
service in the armed services a 
punishment is not the right thing 
to do.”’ 

Regarding an _ all-volunteer 
army, Tarr said the administration 
approved the idea, but has reser- 
vations about putting it into effect 


deferments 


by July 1, 1971. He feels that 
the needed inducements in pay and 
working conditions could not be 
met by that time. 

However, Tarr said he hopes 
Congress will move in the direc- 
tion of increasing servicemen’s 
pay and then determine whether 
it is feasible financially to set 
up an all-volunteer force. 

Sen. John C, Stennis has pre- 
dicted swift approval for Tarr. 
If approved, he will be the first 
nonmilitary man to hold the Selec- 
tive Service post. 

Tarr’s confirmation would 
clear the way for hearings on 
dozens of pending bills to reform 
the draft law. Last year Stennis 
promised the hearings to Senate 
draft reformers in exchange for 
their support for Nixon’s Selective 
Service lottery scheme.
